‘Lack of Money to Pay 25-Cent Fee for 
Registration Will Make Statute a 
Dead Letter—No Blanks Provided.

Colonel Thomas Monstery, ier 
of fortune, expert swordsman, and hero of 
hundreds of skirm and battlefields, 
fought his last fight with death at the Pres- 
byterian Hospital yesterday and lost. He 
had suffered for nearly three weeks from 


his friends were aware of the seriousness 
of his trouble none expected a fatal result. 

The passing of Colonel Monstery takes 
away one of Chicago's most picturesque fig- 
ures and a man with a remarkable history. 
Eighty years old, he had the erect carriage 
of a man half his age, and his tall, sparse 
figure, elastic step, and military air attract- 
ed attention wherever he went. 

Fate had played many pranks with Colonel 
Monstery. Born in Baltimore in 1821, his 
adventurous career began at the age of 12, 
when his parents took him to Copenh gen 
and placed him in the Royal Academy. 
There he won a reputation as an athlete. 

After graduation began a series of duels, 
until he had to flee from Denmark. In 1842 
he was an instructor in fencing in the Czar’s 
household at St. Petersburg, but a duel with 
a noble forced him to leave Russia hurriedly. 
He returned to the United States in 1846 
and went to San Francisco in 1849. 

After that came fighting with the Walker 
expedition in Nicaragua and the Cuban in- 
surrection of 1851. In 1854 he joined the 
Spanish army as Instructor General of 
Fencing. Next he joined a filibustering ex- 
pedition to Honduras, where he was cap- 
tured, but escaped. Then came service in, 
the Mexican army under Juarez. 

In 1871 Colonel Monstery opened a fencing 
school in New York.

DRAINAGE BOARD FAVORS $2,000,- 


RETRACTION OR NO GASH 


‘DOWIE SENDS HIS ULTIMATUM TO 


Back All His Charges of Hypnotism, 
Private Contract Deal, and Other 


_ eat and 20-Year Final Retirement— 
Property Needed Probably Will Be 


Following up the declaration of the Drain- 
age board for a $1,500,000 improvement of the 
Chicago River in the heart of the city, mem- 
bers of the Finance committee of this body 
yesterday took steps towards financing this 
project. It was decided a bond issue of 
| $2,000,000 should be made at once. This rec- 
ommendation will be presented to the board 
at its next meeting, and is expected to pass. 
Nearly all of this sum, it is planned, will be 
applied to the river improvement scheme, 

It the recommendation is followed the 
‘bonds issued will be serial currency obliga- 
‘tions, running for twenty years and drawing 
‘interest at 3% per cent annually. One-twen- 
tieth of the principal will be retired yearly. 

Members of the committee assert that this 
is the only means by which the board’s reso- 
lution for river improvement can be carried 
out. It is figured that from direct taxes this 

year the revenue accruing to the Sanitary 
District will-be about $1,500,000. But during 
the year bonds to the total of $905,000 will 
mature, and interest charges on all outstand- 
ing bonds will aggregate about $600,000. 

Trustee Carter asserted the projected 200 
foot channel would ‘not cost a total of $1,438, - 
810, as estimated. 

That estimate of $10 a square foot is ex- 
cessive, ’* said Mr. Carter, in addressing mem- 
bers of the Finance committee. I have con- 
sulted with prominent real estate men, and I 
believe that the cost of acquiring this prop- 
erty, instead of being $10 a square foot, will 
range from $4 to $7 a square foot. I believe 
that there should be no outright purchase. 
Let every foot we need be condemned, and 
the question of value thus left to the courts.”

THE RECORD OF CHICAGO'S TRADE.

Tun Tarnung this morning presents its 
story of the business year—the most inter- 
esting chapter in many ways in the mer- 
| eantile history of Chicago. It was a year in 

| which all previous trade records were 
broken and new standards established to be 
passed in future periods. That this will be 
done is the confident belief in all wholesale, 
manufacturing, packing, real estate, and 
other representative branches of trade. The 
business-men of Chicago have done much in 
the past. They intend to do even more ip 
the future. 
Trustworthy figures, found elsewhere in 
detail, show that the wholesale business 
done aggregated $892,800,000, 
$786,205,000 in 1900, an increase of 13.3 per 
cent. This compares with an increase of 8 
per cent in 1900 over 1899. Manufacturing 
industries present a total of 6803, 925,000, 
compared with 5741,07, 000 in 1900, an in- 
crease of 8.5 per cent.

There is hardly a branch of wholesale 


trade in the city which does not show an in- 
crease of at least 10 per cent over the year 


The figures run from this to 33 1-3 


per cent. Comparstive figures are news 


below: 


Bank clearings po the 


enormous volume of the city’s business, For 
the year these were $7,756,372,455, an in- 
crease over 1900 of $956,836,857, or 12.5 per 
cent. 


Real estate transfers for the year aggre- 


gated $114,556,052, against $105,324,550 
for the previous year, an increase of over 
000,000 and a gain of 8.76 per dnt. The 
showing for 1900 was not so good as that of 
1899. The tone of the market is stronger 
than for many years and the movement, 
especially in down-town property, is on a 
larger scale at decidedly higher prices. 


Live stock to the value of $291,500,000 


was received in this market, a gain of 
$22,000,000 over 1900, the year of the larg- 
est previous valuation. Receipts of all kinds 
of cattle were the largest since 1893. 


From these figures it will readily be seen 


that 1901 was commercially a great year. 
Relatively it was a more prosperous period 
for wholesale than for manufacturing in- 
terests, the 84% per cent of increase in the 
latter comparing unfavorably with the 13.3 
per cent in the former. The apparent in- 
congruity is explained on the theory of un- 
usually high prices for all raw materia] and 
the inability of the manufacturer, by reason 
of active competition, to advance the price 
of bis goods correspondingly.

isfaction at the practical results attained 
commercially in the year just closed and 
justifiable confidence is felt that a like 
measure of success will attend the business 
efforts to be put forth in 1902.

’ Chicago banks have had a prosperous year. 
Profits in most instances were ahead of the 
year 1900, Deposits were greater than in the 


Banks Képt their funds well employed. In- 


reached a new degree of influence. Fre- 
quently: country banks have loaned money 
on call in Chicago and St. Louis. Banks in 
Chicago, Philadelphia, Boston, and other 
cities have sent money’ to Wall street to be 
loaned on stock collateral whenever the rate 
was high enough to make it an object. 

The growth in deposits of Chicago banks 
has necessitated an increase in the capital of 
several. The IIlinois Trust and Savings Bank 
raised its capital: from $3,000,000 to $4,000,000, 
the Commercial National from $1,000,000 to 
$2,000,000, the Chicago National from $500,- 
000 to $1,000,000, the Hibernian from $222,000 . 
to $500,000, and the Continental from 82.000. 
000 to 63,000, 000. 

Bank cleayings in Chicago during the year 
far exceeded all previous totals. These fig- 
ures in Chicago represent almost wholly 
commercial business transactions, as dis- 
tinct from speculative. In New Tork the 
clearings are largely the reflection of Wall 
street operations, and in on speculative 
deals in copper contribute to its total. For 
the third time Chicago has passed Boston in 
volume of bank clearings, ranking next to 
New York. It Has been second in clearings 
in 1898, 1900, and 1901. The enormous vol- 
ume of clearings in Chicago by months ex- 
ceeded the anticipations of bankers. The 
gain as compared with the previous year 
amounts to about 13 per cent. During part 
of the year 1900 more banks were in exist- 
ence than at present. The record of 1901 16 
made up of the clearings of a smaller num- 
ber of banks and still the increase is great. 

The figures of clearings by months sinve 
Jan. 1, with a comparison, are as follows,

Bia YEAR ON "CHANGE. 


HE Board of Trade enters the new 
year in a highly prosperous condition, 
‘a reflex of the prosperous year enjoyed 
2 ‘by a majority of the members of the 
aseociation. This membership now 
numbers 1,796, its highest point ‘having been 
1.986. The association had a revenue of 
$118,700 from rentals during the year, as 
compared with $116,910 in 1900, and but 
one room tenantless, this being the space on 
the seventh floor once occupied by the clear- 
ing-house. The surplus at the end of the 
year was $10,000; against about twice that 
eum a year ago. The depletion comes 
through more extensive repairs and altera- 
‘tions made by the Real Estate committee. 
One large item was the building of a large 
marble lavatory, and another the placing of 
the board’s insurance on a five-year basis. 
Annual dues on memberships remained at 
: $50, as in 1900, and this will also be the fig- 
wre for 1902.

ACTIVE WHEAT MARKET, 


HERE were frequent periods of specu- 


lative activity in the wheat market 
during the year, one of the most im- 
portant occurring in December, when 
a rather widespread public belief that 
wheat was too.low in comparison with other 
cereals and with other food products gener- 
ally, led to a sustained buying movement 
which forced an advance of nearly 9c to 
88%c for May, a price which was not quite 
held, because of the unwillingness of for- 
eign buyers to follow the advance. The par- 
tial loss of the corn crop and a shortage of 
the wheat crops of Europe and Argentina, as 
compared with previous years, were the main 
factors in sustaining the prices of American 
wheat on a rather high level. Some strong

The mini- 
mum price of butter during the month of 
June was 18%c for extras, and up to the 
close of the year the maximum price of 
creamery butter in the Chicago market was 
280 per lb—that is, for fresh, extra cream- 
ery butter.

This curtailed the summer pro- 
duction go much that there were few of 
this grade of eggs put into the refrigerators 
for speculative purposes. The highest prices 
attained so far for April refrigerator eggs 
is from 18¢ to 18%c per doz, case count. 
Fresh eggs had become scarce at the close 
of the year on account of the extreme cold 
weather and were held at from 28c to 29c 
per doz, that is for new laid eggs, with but 
few offered at this price. On the whole, the 
year yielded a good profit to all concerned in 
the egg trade. During the two years just 
passed holders of storage eggs have reaped 
handsome profits. Chicago is the greatest 
egg center of the world—it is also by far 
the greatest distributing point—and more 
eggs are stored in this city than in all of the 
cities in the East combined.

of the country. The yield of corn was the 
lightest since the Agricultural department 
began to keep crop records, Prices of nearly 
all lines of implements were a little lower 
than for 1900 during the months of the spring 
trade, but for the period of the fall buying 
they were a shade higher. The price of fin- 
ished goods is based on the cost of the mate- 
rials, for which contracts are made in ad- 
vance by the manufacturers. The cost of 
production of the spring goods was less than 
that of fall goods, making the difference in 
the lists. The foreign trade of 1901 was bet- 
ter than that of 1900, the first ten months of 
the year showing a total gain of some 5800, 
000. There was a phenomenal sale in corn 
harvesters, the manufacturers being unable 
to fill orders so unexpectedly large. It would 
seem strange that farmers should buy corn 
harvesting machinery so liberally and uni- 
versally as to stall the manufacturers when 
the crop itself was so largely a failure. That 
it was so light was tlie cause of the great in- 
crease in sales, farmers desiring to save for 
feed the little they did raise. The use of the 
corn harvester and the shredder makes it 
possible to convert every part and portion of 
the stalk into feed, not a particle being wast- 
ed. There was also an increased demand for 
binder twine, the corn harvester using the 
same kind of twine as the wheat harvester. 
The harvesters cost the farmer $125, a shred- 
der from $300 to $450. 

Sales of wagons and carriages were large 
eariy in the year, but fell off in July and did 
not gain again, being light up to the close of 
the year. It is estimated that the loss on 
volume as compared with that of 1900 was 

about 5 per cent. There was a falling off in 
| sales of haying machinery due to the light 

hay crop. There was little if any difference 
in the sales of plows, seeding machinery, cul- 
tivators, etc., of the two years, but in the 
wheat drill trade there was a substantial in- 
crease. This was due to a desire to in- 
crease acreage, brought about by the large 
crop and good prices prevailing. Manufac- 
turers generally feel that the outlook is 
bright for the trade of 1902.

Satisfactory Labor Conditions. 
No review of the conditions which con- 
tributed to the remarkable building record 
of last year would be complete without fur- 
ther reference to the eminently satisfactory 
conditions of labor in the building trades. 
It is hard to recall a year for many back 
when there has been so little friction be- 
tween employer and employé, and when 
owner and contractor could go ahead with 


not be tied up at some inopportune moment 
by a strike of some sort. 

The agreements between the different con- 
tractors’ associations and trades have 
worked admirably: the sympathetic strike 
has been practically eliminated. a condition 
which has not existed in any of the other 
large cities of the country: the walking dele- 
gate has been retired to obscurity, with the 
result that the workmen have toiled with- 
out interruption and have received on an 
average higher wages than when the Bulld- 
ing Trades council: was in the zenith of its 
power. An interesting feature in connection. 
with the wages paid during the year, and a 
striking evidence of the activity in build- 
ing, was the fact that so great was the de- 
mand at times for certain of the more skilled 
trades. that some contractors voluntarily 
advanced wages above the regular scale. 
Sometimes it was impossible even with this 
inducement to secure all the labor desired, 

In striking contrast with these conditions 
were those which obtained in 1900, and to 
the lockout and strike of that year with the 
attendant paralysis of the building industry 
1 due to a considerable extent the phe- 
nomenal activity of last year. This for the 
reason that work on many buildings planned 
to be erected during the first named year 
was postponed until last year, thus to a 
considerable extent crowding the building 
operations of two years into one.

FIRE AND LIFE INSURANCE, || 


IDELY varying conditions are 
‘shown by the two great branches 
of the insurance business for 1001. 

Fire insurance has had a disas- 
trous year, with losses far above the 
normal, and a genefally unprofitable condl- 
tion of the busivess on the underwriting side, 

Life insurance, on the contrary, never has 
had a better year.’ The majority of the old- 
line companies are now on a 3 or 3% per cent 
reserve basis, many of them having made 
the change at the first 6f the year, and 
their condition is greatly strengthened 
thereby. The volume of business was never 
larger, and the resources of the leading 
companies are steadily increasing. 

The same is true, in a general way, of 
casualty and other subsidiary branches of 
insurance, which have been growing by 
leaps and bounds. | 

e year has been especially hard on the 
fire insurance companies, because it has 
come immediately after hnother year of 
disaster. Losses were heavy in 1900, many 
companies were forced to quit the business, 
and those that held on did so in the belief 
that the worst had been passed and that 
better conditions were inevitable. Instead 
of that the losses for the year in the United 
States are $20,000,000 greater than 1900. 

The result has been a number of reinsur- 
ances, retirements, and amalgamations of 


‘companies unprecedented since the year of 
the Chicago fire, when so many companies. 


were ruined. Fourteen stock companies and 
eight mutuals have retired absolutely from 
the fleld, beside a great number of smal! 
mutual and assessment companies. Scores 
of other companies have retired from the 
West, the South or both, or have materially 
restricted their writings in the sections of 
the country where they had suffered most. 
As à result business-men needing large 
amounts of insurance have been unable to 
get it, and a horde of wildcat companies and 
irresponsible Lioyds have been started, to 
prey upon the necessities of the people.

While losses have been too high, rates have 
been too low. The demoralization which be- 
gan with the over-competition caused by the 
prosperity of a few years ago had put the 
rate below the profit line; In the ten years 
from 1800 to 1809 the average rate was $1.07. 
But in 180 the average rate was only $1.02, 
and in 1900 it got up to $1.04, and that with 
exceptionally heavy losses. Marked rate 
advnnces have been made this year, and it 
ts belleved that the average rate for the year 
aie found to be up to the former average 
of $1.07. 

This increase in rates will continue, as new 
schedules are being put into effect which 
will continue the increase for some time, and 
it ls proposed by some to offset this by a 
reduction in rates on the dwellings and Other 
classes which always have been profitable.

Expenses have been high, however, and a 
tendency toward consolidation has been ap- 
parent, several of the leading agencies hav- 
ing absorbed others, thus increasing their 
clientage and company representatlon and 
at the same time reducing expenses. 

The Chicago Underwriters’ «association 
still continues its record as one of the model 
local boards of the country, Its regulation 
of the rate question is absolute, but so much 
cannot be said of brokerage. Its principal 
activity during the year has been along the 
line of rate increases, new schedules being 
prepared and applied on the dasses which 
have proved particularly unprofitable. - In 
addition, the work of the inepection depart- 
ment has been developed.
